LATEST CANTON NEWS, 


Reported Defeat of Sun’s 
Troops. 


With regard to the fighting out- 
side Centon, a correspondent in- 
forros us that according to a report 
from the north of the province, 
General Shum Hang-ying’s forces, 
with the assistance of reinforce- 
ments, commienc:d a counter. 
attack on the 24th. motingageinst 
the Yonnosnesea. and Cantonese 
forces with armoured cars and ms- 
chine guos. Thisattsck was caprri- 
ed out slong the railway and also 
by additional forces on either side. 
Dr.'Sun's forces are said to bave 
suffered heavy losses and to have 
tetreated to Kongchuen, some 
even fleeing back as far as the 
arnenal. 

Another report states that the 
Kwangsi force defeated the can- 
traland wing forces of Dr. Sun's 
troops, numbering about 10,000 
and then recaptured Suokai. | 

Large numbers of Cantonese 
troops from the city have been 
hurriedly despatched to reinforce 
the forces at the front, and over a 
thousand ‘coolies have been forced 
fo accompany the troops and 
carry their equipment. 

It is reported that Shiuhing was 
recaptured by the Cantonese on 
the 25th. instant. . 


Ships Stopped on West River, 
These are exciting times for 


those engaged in taking ships up 


the West River According to a 
signal from H.M.S. Tarantula to 
the Commodore, which « reporter 
was to-day privileged to see, the 
ateamers,the Temingand Kochow, 
which arrived last night, were 
stopped on the voyage by Canton.

Vessel Arrives at Canton. 
Ogre 
THE CAPTAIN'S STORY. | 


Word has been received by the 
Yue Woo. owners of tha pirated 


{steamer Szichow, ‘to tha affect 


that the steamer has safely 
arrived mt Canton after under- 
going a most thrilling experience 
at the hands of pirates in the 
Canton delts. ; 

As previously reported, tha 

Ssichaw was beached by pirates, 
who intercepted her as she. was 
going up the river, in the Bocca 
Tigris forts area, with « cargo: 
comprising 5,900.:days of rice of 
the value of $50,000. This wis 
oo Wednesday morning, and 
verious ateamors which passed 
her as she was being unloaded by 
the pirates bave reported the 
unusual sight to the authorities 
bera and in Manton. Owing to 
fact that the’area was out of 
British juriediction, and also that 
the unrest at Canton had not 
permitted of prompt attention be- 
iug given to the affair by the 
Governmént there, the pirates had 
ample time to proceed with. the 
work of looting; and information 
received by letter to the owners 
this morving stated‘ that every 
moveable afticle of property op 
the ship had been carried- away. 
. _It was stated by the Captain, 
who arrived safely at Canton 
with the steamer last, night, the 
Pirates having permitted her to 
resume the voyage after Tansack- 
ing the vessel, that, at Mechung 
he saw @ ‘juuk come directly io 
his course. With the idea of 
avoiding a cnjlision, he steered 
the steamer a little out of her way, 
only to discover that: two 
launches full of armed people, 
were approaching round the 
bend. Repeated volleya from 
small firearms istued from .the 
people in these launches. ‘(heir 
number contd not be less’ then a 
hundred. No means being ap- 
parent at the moment to effect 
an escape, the Saichow slowed 
up, and armed meu clambered up 
her sides, They ordered the craw 
together and hustled them into 
one place. As soon as, the Sai- 
chow was besched, no time was 
lost by the pirates in ransack- 
ing the vessel,” Whilst gangs 
of men uoloaded :the rice, es- 
sisted by members of the crew 
who were ‘kept under close 
surveillence, otbera diveeted the 
steamer of all its moveable pro- 
perty. AJ] articles of clothing 
were taken. Not even a tooth. 
brush was spared, according to 
the Captain's story. The continual 
passing to and fro of other vessels 
apparently caused some anxiety 
to the pirates, for they abandoned 
their efforts of removing the cargo 
after having’ secured 2,200 bags 
of rice. The two super-cargoes 
sent out by the Fook Hai Tseung 
firry of Bonbam Strand with this 
consignment of rice, were taken 
away by the pirates either as 
hostages or for ransom. Other- 
wise, the ship's crew, were not in- 
terfered with. yon" . 

It was with. much relicf that 
the Captain saw the last of his 
unwelcome visitors make’ away 
acrosathedelta and disanoear from 
view. ‘The engines being still in 
sound working condition, .be 
managed to shift. the Saichow 
from the bank with the rise of the 
tide, and resumed the voyage to 
Canton. where he arrived at 11 
o'clock last night. Tbe remain- 
ing bags of rice are now being dis- 
charged. The Saichow is expect- 
ed to return to Hongkong to- 
morrow. :

THE UNRULY BEAR. 

Russia stands alone among,the 
nations of the world asa country 
that is practically uncenquerable, 
and, since the Soviet domination, 
bas occupied the unique position 
of being able to flout the great 
Powers with impunity. The lack 
of communications, vastness of 
the territory involved, and rigours 
of climate, render the Russian 
domains ‘almost forbidden _ter- 
ritory to would-be punitive 
forces. The ‘disastrous retreat of 
Napoleon’s otherwise victorious 


pajarmy is a historic instance of 


this. When Japan defeated the 
Russian forces in the Far East 
the actual effect on the country 
was—as has since been proved— 
almost negligible. Without wish- 
ing to arouse controversy we Can 
Tecall the fact thet had the Tsar's 
resources been better planned 
his commanders could have held 
fout longer, and won. What the 


}| effects of a Russian victory nine- 


teen years ago would have been 
in the East can only be imagined, 
and in the light of more recent 
events one can safely state that 
the whole history of the past 
decade might have been different. 


The rise. of Bolshevism has 
thrown the whole of Russia into 
confusion, yet from her vast re- 
serves of population she has been 
able to maintain, equip, and 
orgenise for warfare an army 
that has, it must be confessed, 
practically defied ‘all the forces 
that have been Pitted agninst it, 
despite the aid they received 
from various outside sources. 
The only’ inducement for the 
Soviet to respect the other 
Governments of the world is 
the. hops that they will take 
her back into the society 
of civilised nations, “otherwies 
the treatment of foreign nation- 
als is. every now and. again 
sufficiently aggravating to have 
been the cause of immediate 
hostilities’ in the days: prior to 
August, 1914. Recently, side by 
side with declarations as to a 
modified attitude towards the out- 
side world, we have had reports 
of deliberate acte of violence 
against British. subjscts, among 
others. Britain is now addrese- 
ing serious protests to the Soviet 
Government—sud it is’ slmost 
Belling to feel that that is about 


conjectured, and’ the possibilities 


are such that. it might be better 
to go on jndetinitely as at present 
than chance much worse evils. 
So if Russia raps our knuckles|' 
occasionally we have to grin—or 
gzimace—and bear it, while -wait- 
ing for the solution that seems 


‘| never to be coming. 


"| Value of Wireless. 


Thestrangocase of piracy which 
we reported yesterday seryes to 
illustrate the value of wireless 
telegraphy. ‘It seems that one of 
the vessels which was in the 
vicinity got news of what was 
occurring and in due course com- 
municated by radio with the Cape 
D'Aguilar Station, which in turn 
notified the authorities, But there 
were several ships which wera on 
the spot and realised what was 
taking place, but, not being equipp- 
ed with wireless, they could not 
pass the information on. We do 
not know whether, had these ves 
sels been 80 fitted, news could have 
got here quicker and aay action 
been taken which might have led 
to the captureofthe pirates. But 
we most certainly can conceive of 
circumstances in which even a 
British sbipis held up and, through 
the absencd of wireless, no ia- 
timation of the fact get through 
until too late to do anything use- 
ful. What we have to bear ia 
mind is that there is practically no 
river controlin the Canton delta 
just now. The Chinese airthorities 
certainly have no effective forces 
to spare for. policing the river, 
and it msy well be that 
the foreign gunboats are need- 
ed atotherspots. . With the facts 
thus, something really serious may 
occur one of these days and no 
word of itgat through unless there 
happens to be, fairly near the 
scene,.ona of the bigger coasting 
steamers equipped with a wireless 
installation. This meana of com- 
munication must saoner or later be 
brought into usa on all the. mare 
important river steamers—of that 
we are coovinced. It may be an 
expensive business, | though not 
unduly so, and in the long run we 
certainly beliave it would pay.
